A. An interlocal agreement with the City of Lincoln reestablishing and revising the
Information Services Division, Information Services Policy Committee,
Government Access and Information Committee, Criminal Justice and
Information System and the Geographic Information System Advisory
Committee.  The term of the contract is for a one year period, beginning upon 
date of execution and automatically renewable thereafter.

• League of Human Dignity Inc. for administration, the center for independent
living and barrier removal.  The County will pay $64,750.  (19991920)
